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GROWING GRAPES FROM CACTI. 
The Mojave desert in Southern Cal- 
ifornia seems a perfect picture of devil 
made desclation. All is sand and 
cacti. The cacti are of many forms; 
some spreading over the surface of 
the sand; some appearing as curious 
looking globes; some rising twetty or 
thirty feet into the air, in one strange 
trunk, as big at the top as at the bot- 
tom, with branches shooting straight 
out and then growing directly upward, 
no larger at their extremities than 
where they leave the truok. Fancy 
these last weird forms of vegetation 
without a twig or leaf, their few stout 
limbs bent upward like siphons, the 
tops of the truoks surmounted by a 
bunch of bayonet-shaped green blades, 
and you have the yucca, the candela- 
bra of the desert. Far as the eye can 
see over the Mojave desert, these cari- 
catures of trees, like palms deformed, 
lift their crown of spears against the 
blazing sky. Once seen they can 
never be forgotten. They seem to em-

It appears that a remarkable discov- 
ery has been made on the Mojave des- 
ert, which may result in a grand trans- 
formation of the wilderness of cacti 
‘into fruitfui vineyards. It has been 
found that grape cuttings can be suc- 
cessfully grafted on the cactus, the 


and 


moisture of the latter furnishing all 
that is needed for the growth and pro- 
ductiveness of the vine. The story, as 
it comes through the medium of an 
exchange, and we know not on what 
authority, is as follows: 
„It has been found that grape-cut- 
. inserted in the trunks of the 
cacti on the desert grow and thrive as 
vigorously as in cultivated land. This 
fact is of great importance to the peo- 
ple. By the use of a chisel a man cap 
plant a large vineyard in a day, and 
the vine so planted will climb the cac- 
tus and grow luxuriously without cul- 
tivation or irrigation. The dry, hot 
sands of the desert will afford a fine 
place for 1 raisins. In addition 
to grapes, it has been proved -that 
melons, cucumbersand tomatoes will 
from cactus stock, so that the 
desert may soon bloom as the rose.” 
Now let some geuius try grafting 
goose feathers on the sagebrush, and 
see if it will not be possible to raise 
geese ready stuffed for the table with 
sage and onions.

3. Bills, receipts and orders for sub- 


convey no other information than the 
name, location aud subscription price 


which they refer—Sec. 53. p. 361.

and writes as follows: 

„The Gazetre is mistaken in say- 
ing that the couyouie of Pyramid iake 
has not been described. I obtained a 
specimen in 1869and sent it to the 
Academy of Sciences, and it was de- 
scribed by Dr. Ayers. It is a Catos 
tomus (sucker), what particular catos- 
tomus I have forgotten. It therefore 
has an English name — Pyramid Lake 
sucker.’ I have po doubt there are 
other fish in Pyramid Lake that have 
not been described, and if I could get 
specimens I would have them describ- 
ed, if new to science.” 

Old residents say that the cooyouie 
is an entirely different fish from the 
sucker. It is said that the cooyouies 
commence running up the rivers from 
the lake about the time that the wil- 
lows put forth leaves in the spring. 
The fish never come up higher than 
Wadsworth.

Many of them 
die atter spawning, and the banks of 
the river below Wadsworth have been 
known to be lined with dead coo- 
youies, which tainted the air with 
their decay. The flesh of the fish is 
similar in fibre to thatof the salmon, 
and it also resembles the salmon in 
the peculiarities above described. 
Cooyouie is said to be Indian for 


buffalo, or cow, fish.

MINNOWS FOR BAIT. 


A New Device for Catching Them That 
is Highly Recommended. 


The amateur angler for Truckee 
trout may sometimes be seen fishing, 
with a willow switch and line of 
thread, for the succulent minnow that 
he uses as bait for larger fish. The 
uncertainties of minnow fishing in this 
manner are great, and the patient ang- 
ler may sit for hours before he gets a 
chance to twitch one eut of the water. 
The practical fisherman disdains such 
methods, and employs a seine to cap- 
ture the little fish for bait. Here 
now is an account of a new method of 
catching minnowr,which may commend 
itself to the Truckee fisherman. It 
appears in the Chicago Field as a 
communication from Nashville, Tenn- 
esse 

“This simple contrivance astonishes 
all who see it, because they naturally 
ask the question, how it was that no 
one ever thought of it before? A globe 
of wire netting split in two, fastened 
at the bottom by hinges, and attached 
to a stick by strings from the top: this 
is the whole affair, save a smal! place 
in the centre for bait. The two hemi- 
spheres are so arranged as to open par- 
tially from their own weight, if allowed 
to touch bottom; or they can be sepa- 
rated by pulling one of the strings 
above mentioned. As minnows are 
generally found in shallow, clear 
water, it is easy to see wnen enough 
have entered the tr. p, to close and 
draw it out. This invention does 
away entirely with seining, and the 
disagreeable necessity of wading in 
the water. The pole or stick upon 
which the trapis hung may be made 
ofany desired length, and jointed, 
thus permitting the entire apparatus 
to be packed in a small space. Those 
of ourNashville anglers who have seen 
it, are of the opinion that nothing else 
will be used for catching minnows, 
once they become known.”
